In this place he was carried for perhaps 
fiftv feet, until they came to a large, roomiike 
opening, lighted through crevices in the rocks 
above, when the strange man laid him gently 
down upon a bed of pine boughs. ‘The strane» 
certhen stripped his arms and examined 
them. Finding his right arm badly broken, 
he set it carefully, and apparently scientifieal- 
ly, and splinterivg it, bound it up.

THE STRANGE MAN'S DEATH. | 

About a year ago, however, the life of this 
strange being was brought to a close by an ac- 
cident and the mystery was partially ex- 
plained.

With along sigh he open- 
ed bis eves, and glanced wildly wonder- 
ingly about, asked: “Where am 1?” 

i pon being told, he inquired as to how he 
esmecthere. Nobedy could tell him, and he 
-ccmcd to have no recollection of bis surround- 
ings. He requested them to tell him all they 
knew about him, which was done by the guide, 
an old citizen to whom the past history of the 
hermit was well known as the people knew it. 
Alter be ing teld that he had been a hermit in 
the mountains for twenty years, he turned 
with a groan and said: 

HIS LIVE'S STORY, 

“I feelthat I have but a few minutes to live, 
and 1 want to say that Ihave no remembrance 
or the past twenty years. My name is Cole 
Carrington, ard | wasa surgeon in the confed- 
erate army. On the 20th of June, 1864, I was 
wounded in the head while attending a wotnd- 
ed soldier. Since that time I remember noth- 
ing- 

The efort and excitement were too much, 
and the poor fellow fainted. 

Another swallow of liquor brought bim 
hack, although he was evidently about gone, 
He faintly gasped: 

“T live in Georgia. Tell my mother 
tc— giaud—,” and he died. 

Aiter his death an examination of the bedy 
disclosed that the hermit, or Carrington, had 
received at oue time, years before, a wound in 
the head, which had fractured the skull, 
driving the splintered bones in upon the 
brain. This had been the cause of his de- 
mentia, from which he had never recovered 
up to a few minutes before his death. 

His story was without doubt true, and could 
he have lived but a minute longer he would 
have given minute directions to his people 
who have undoubtedly given him up for lost 
these many years. It isa painful, pathetic 
story of alost life, whose hidden fountains 
none may guess. He was buried by the side 
of the stream, beneath the speading branches

In this roll I also find the heroes of toil, who 
do their work uncompk tiningly. It is compara- 
tively easy tolead a regiment into battle, when 
you know that the whole nation will applaudthe 
Victory; it is comparatively easy to doctor the 
sick, When you know that your skill will be 
appreciated by the large company of friends 
aud re!atives; it is comparatively easy to ad-
